One cf the most important of gardencrop classifications is the to'c
group ul vegetables. These include
cabbage, kale. Brussels' sprouts, cauliflowerand kohlrabi.

All arc easily grown, reqliire ceo!,
moist soil and thrive best in cool seasons.
They are hardy and survive light

frosts.
All should he started in seedbed.andtransplanted to the outdoors after

getting a .good start. The exceptions'
are kale and kohlrabi, although some!
gardeners start kale in a bothed for
extra early harvest.
Pole crops are gross feeders on

both plant food and moisture. Plenty
of well-rotted manure roust be spaded
into the ground, and if the season is
dry. water must be poured near the
roots.never on the plant leaves, v
